Toi'EKA, Kansas, May 5, 1887, 

Hearing so much of Wichita in 
Frankfort, I thought I would take 
the trip. 

Fifty miles north of Wichita is 
flat but good farming country. 

After passing Newton, about 
twenty miles from Wichita, I be- 
san looking for the city. The first 
indication was stakes marking off 
proposed avenues. One or two I 
noticed were plowing, as if expect- 
ing to raise a crop. 

Getting out at the Union Depot, 
which is a plain frame building, as 
if the railroad company had not 
heard of the boom, about three- 
fourths of a mile on the street cars 
bring you to the center of tin 
town, which is in a bottom on th 
Arkansas river, which is bridged 
over, about I2,feet, there being no 
water in it now, one of the news- 
papers proposed that it be sprinkled 
to lay the dust. 

On the west side they are build- 
ing residences, business houses 
and two colleges, and they say 
there are nine located here, but it 
looks to me that they could have 
found more healthy locations on 
the east side. 

There are some fine pressed brick 
four story buildings just about 
finished, and ten or twelve large 
brick buildings commenced, includ- 
ing business blocks, Opera House 
and new Post Office. 

In the suburbs, within two miles, 
they are putting up frame resi- 
dences by the hundred. The side- 
walks on the business streets are 
crowded day and night, but they 
say not so much as In February 
and March, but I suppose they 
took the mud and the streets for it 
then, for it was real estate then, 
now it is mostly laboring men and 
mechanics. Good carpenters were 
in good demand at '32.50 to $3.00 
per day, but stone and lumber 
have to be brought on the cars, 
and it appears to keep a good 
many buildings backward, but 
strangers are coming in on every 



train, from all over the United 
States. Restaurants and boarding 
houses are plenty but the sleeping 
room limited. Prices run from 
^5.00 to S7.00 per week. 

The streets and stores are well 
lighted with electric lights, and 
they have just closed the saloons 
so, to get anything strong, you 
have to be sick or make the, drug 
store man think so. 

As to the future of this city, there 
are all sorts of opinions. Some 
say the eastern men have too much 
invested here to let it drop; others 
talk about its position for wholesale 
trade, but they don't mention 
manufacturers or gas wells. If 
railroad and real estate men would 
make a small fraction of the boom 
in land in Franklin county that is 
here, there would be very few but 
what would vote for railroads, and 
stand a chance of selling land by 
the foot instead of acre. If some 
of them would try, it would pay 
them better than tobacco.

Eventful and Hrllliant Ca- 
reer of a Confederate 
Naval Officer. 

[ From the Baltimore Sun.] 
Col. John Taylor Wood, the distin- 
gnished officer of the late Confederate 
States Navy, who has been visiting friends 
in Baltimore for the past few days, 
pects to leave to-day for Halifax, N. 
where he is at present engaged in bi 
ness. Col. Wood is a son of Dr. Robert 
C. Wood, who was for two years during 
the late war Surgeon General of the 
United States. His mother was a daugh- 
ter of Gen. Zachary Taylor nnd a sister of 
the first wife of Hon. Jefferson Davis. 
Col. Wood was born in Louisiana, and en- 
tered the U. S. Navy as midshipman on 
April 7. 1817. and served in 1iie Mexican 
War in the Ohio nnd Hrandywine. When 
the war between the States began. Col. 
Wood was assistant professor of scan 
ship and gunnery nt the Naval Acad< 
at Annapolis, where he married Miss 
Lola Mackubin, the daughter of Richard 
Mackubin. a prominent citizen of Mary- 
land, and at one time State Treasurer. 
She is still living, and has a happy family 
of eight children. Immediately upon the 
secession of the Southern States from the 
Union Col. Wood resigned his commission 
in the U. S. Navy and entered the service 
of Virginia, serving at the Evansport bat- 
teries during the blockade of the Potomac 
under the command of Capt. Frederick 
Chatard, of Maryland. He entered the 
service of the Confederate States Navy on 
October 4, 1801, with the rank of lieuten- 
ant, his brother, who wns a graduate of 
West Point, taking a position in the cav- 
alry arm of the service under Gen. Mor- 
gan with the rank of colonel. His fnther, 
Dr. Wood, continued in the United States 
service. 

About the beginning of 1802 Lieut. 
Wood was ordered to the Virginia, or 
Merrlmac, nt Norfolk, and participated in 
,the great naval battle with the Monitor in 
Hampton Roads. A short time since he 
wrote a very spirited sketch of this 
engagement, which appeared in the Cen- 
tury. When the Virginia was destroyed 
her crew erected the batteries at DrewryV 
Bluff that defeated the Monitor nnd 
Galena and other United States vessels 
that attempted to pass up James River to 
capture Richmond. In the engagement 
Lieut. Wood commanded a company of 
sharpshooters, who poured a storm of 
leaden hail in the ports and other exposed 
places of the Federal vessels. When the 
gunboats were driven off and turned 
their heads down stream Lieut. Wood, 
recognizing Commander W. D. Jeffries, 
of the old Navy, called out to him from 
the river bank, "That's not the way to 
Richmond." After the repulse of the 
Federal fleet at Drewry's Point Lieut. 
Wood was assigned to duty on the staff of 
his uncle, President Davia, with the rank 
of colonel of cavalry.

AFTKK SIXTEEN YEARS LITIGATION 

The supreme court yesterday 
made a final decision in the some- 
what noted case of Gerald vs. 
Freeman, appealed from McLen- 
nan county, in favor of Freeman, 
affirming the decision of the dis- 
trict boundaries of two tracts of 
land near Waco, Texas, one 
owr.ed by Judge G. B. Gerald, of 
Waco, and the other by Col. D. 
C. Freeman, of this city. Judge 
Gerald claiming that his tract 
eluded that claimed by Colonel 
Freeman. The litigation began 
871, and the land, which was 
then worth but a few hundred 
dollars, is now estimated at about 
Si 2,000.

ANOTHER LONG CONTROVERSY ENDED. 

The Supreme Court yesterday 
decided the case of McAnich vs.

The land lies near Holland, in 
Bell county, and is valued at 
$>5,00O. Again The Statesman 
congratulates Col. Freeman on 
his success.

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How the Traffic Along; the Waterway la 
Munu^ed— Knormom l ees. 

The number of shijw in tho canal at 
the same timo is something very great. 
Dec. 8 last, for example, fifteen steamers 
cleared tho canal, of which seven were 
outward bound. Tho previous flay nine 
ships cleared, and the day before seven, 
so that during tho 8th somo thirty ships 
were probably at one time in tho canal. 
Sometimes thero are as many as forty, 
and all are under the control of the 
French gentleman sitting at his desk in 
an upper chamber at Terrcplein. The 
method of working is excessively simple. 
Against tho wall at one side of the room 
is a narrow shelf or platform, along 
which runs a groove. At intervals this 
trough or groove haa deep recesses, and 
at two places these recesses are of larger 
size. This trough or groove represents 
the canal. The recesses are the sic ' 
The larger intervals are the Great 1 
lake and Lake Timsoh. 

When a vessel about to enter the canal 
at, say, the Suez end, a small toy boat or 
model three or four inches Ions is chosen 
to represent her. A group of these model 
ships stan-ls ready beside tho model canal, 
each furnished with a flag. Alx>ut forty 
have the English flag, ten or a dozen tho 
French flag, and so on with other nation- 
alities. As the steamer comes up and 
her name is known it is written on paper 
and placed on tho toy boat. The whole 
number of ships thus actually in the canal 
at any moment can bo seen at a gfe.nco; 
and, as the telegraphic signals give no- 
tice, the toy boats are moved along, or 
placed in a siding, or shown traversing 
one of the lakes at full speed. Signals 
are sent from tho office to tho various 
"gares" prescribing the siding at which 
each ship must stop to let another meet 
and pass it. The official who is on duty 
keep the models moving as ho receives 
notice, taking care when perhaps two 
ships, going in opposite directions, are 
both nearing the same siding to give 
timely warning to the pilots in charge by 
means of the signal balls and flags at 
each station under his control from the 
office, and to direct which of the two is 
to lie up and which to proceed. 

Barring accidents, the whole arrange- 
ment goes like clockwork; the clerk can 
read oil in a moment the name, tonnage, 
nationality, draught and actual situation 
of every steamer; he can tell what pilot 
she has on board, what is her breadth of 
beam, what rate she is moving at, and 
everything else which has to be known 
about her; and ho is ablo without an 
effort to govern all her movements, to 
prescribe the place whero she is to pass 
the night and tho hour at which she is to 
get under way in the morning, although 
ho does not see her and probably never 
saw her in his life. The fees which ves- 
sels pay for passing through tho canal 
are often enormous. Some of the large 
liners of tho Peninsular and Oriental, or 
the Orient service pay as much as £1,800 
in makiug a single transit. For every 
passenger half a napoleon, or eight shil- 
lings and four pence, is charged. Three- 
fourths of the sliips tliat go through the 
canal are English.— Saturday Review. 



How Stage Snow Is Made. 

I lately heard some curious facts re- 
specting stage snow, as used in the 
Paris theatres. Formerly, the head prop- 
erty man of each theatre caused his sub- 
ordinates to manufacture it by cutting 
white paper into little bits, but of late 
vears the papermakers have supplied it in 
large sacks, and cut un fine by a mechan- 
ical chopper. The snow thus prepared is 
bo condensed that it has to be crumbled 
between the fingers before it can be used. 
Of late the theatres that are illuminated 
by the electric fight have given up the 
use of paper snow, as the particles as they 
descend are attracted by the flame and 
might catch fire; moreover, under the 
intense wliite light it was scarcely visible 
and produced no effect. Various substi- 
tutes for ]»per have been tried. Whale- 
bone shavings did very well and were in- 
expensive, costing only sixty cents a sack. 
But the l>est of all possible imitations of 

v is found to be the scraps and clip- 

s of kid left over from cutting out 
m es. They float in the air, descending 
with very realistic slowness, and they 
cling visibly to the garments of the actors. 
These clippings are furnished to the Grand 
Opera by several of the leading glove
